icy, which is of the straight life type. 
The policy is said to have been taken, 
out to take care of the inheritance tax 
which in New York runs into huge 
amopnts on large fortunes. 


Divided Among Twenty Concerns, 

The policy was written by the New 
York Life Insurance company, but is 
distributed among about twenty com- 
panies, because of the law which pre- 
vents any. one pany from writing 
a@olicy of more than $200,000 on the 
life of one person.

York, former president of the New 
York Life Underwriters’ association, 
atted as agent for the Field family in 
obtaining the pd@iicy.

Both are “dope” addicts, des- 
perate, badly in need of funds, and 
Mrs. Dear or Mrs. Lardntr as she has 
lately called herself, would be likely to 
smile as she pulled the trigger that 
meant death to Tesmer, Chief Hughes 
asserted. 


Long Record of Daring Crirmes.

CRIPPLES CITY’S 
FIRE PRESSURE 


Because more than half of the 1, 100,- 


000,000 gallons of water pumped in | 


Chicago’s water main each twenty-four 
hours is wasted, 150 square miles of 


the city’s area is without adequate’ 


water pressure. The city is now using 
about 7% barrels of water per capita 
per day. That is more than any other 
city in the world, and about three 
times the per capita consumption of 
New York. 

These facts, made public in the form 
of a report from City Engineer John 
Ericson to Commissioner of Public 
Works A. A. Sprague, have led the 
city administration to decide that the 
metering of the entire city within the 
next eight years is the only solution 
to the water shortage problem. 

Complaints of low pressure are be- 
ginning to stack up in the city engi- 
neer’s Office as they do every sum- 
mer. Though the city is now pump- 
ing 362 gallons of water a day for

Obviously, any increase in 
wages must result in a correspond- 
ing increase in car fare. 


The employes of the elevated and > 


street car lines are entitled to a wage 
scale that will compare favorably 
with other large cities. The fact of 
the matter is that the Chicago street 
car and elevated employes are 
now paid a higher scale of wages

than any other city in America. 


The transportation companies and 
their employes operate on Chicago 
streets by public franchise and in 
return. are: obligated to protect the 
public interest by the maintenance 
of a fare based on normal operat- 
ing costs and to give the people of 
Chicago continuous transportation. 


If the administrative officers of this 


city are unable to effect a settle- 
ment that is fair to-all parties, then 
the companies and the car men 
must resort to arbitration. 


The people of this city have taken 
this, annual transportation outrage 
without protest long enough. They 
are tired of seeing their rights 
trampled upon in this manner. 


In behalf of our thousands of em.- 
ployes we appeal to an indignant 
public sentiment to compel the 


operation of the cars with suitable 


protection from the city authorities 
in case all other ' means: fail and 
arbitration is refused.

Baptists Censure 
City Council for 


Stand on Liguor 
BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 


Baptists censured the city council 
yesterday for its attitude on the liquor 
traffic. Church people were asked to 
influence their aldermen to prevent 
new disgrace upon the city. 

The action was taken at the eighty- 
eighth anniversary of the Chicago 
Baptist association at the North Shore 
Baptist church, Lakewood and Berwyn 
avenues. Dean Shailer Mathews of 
the University of Chicago was chair- 
man of the committee on resolutions 
and recommendations. He presented 
the resolutions, Which were unani- 
mously adopted. They read: 

“Resolved, That we disapprove the 
action of the Chicago city council in 
favoring disregard of laws intended to 
prevent the use of alcoholic liquor and 
call upon all members of our churches 
to use their influence with their alder- 
men to prevent the city council] from 
bringing any new disgrace upon our 
city. 

“That we request our representa- 
tives in both branches of the Illinois 
legislature to vote against all bills 
favoring horse racing, prize fighting, 
and the weakening of the prohibition 
laws of the state. 

“That, we approve the action of the 
United States government in seeking 
to establish international control and 
reduction of the sale of narcotics. 

“That we believe the United States 
should join the world court of inter- 
national relations.” _
